TO U. S. TREASURY’S

Largest Single Amount Re- 
ceived in Years; Bills Cut

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6. — A 
$4000 contribution was added to- 
day to the Treasury’s “conscience 
kund.“ 

Paid-in bills cut in two— half de- 
livered yesterday and half today— 
the contribution was the largest 
single amount received in years. 
An accompanying penciled memo 
said only: “For the conscience 
fund.” The bills were mailed from 
Washington. 

The first contribution to the con- 
science fund, $250, was received in 
1811. The largest amount contrib- 
uted in one year was $54,923 in 
1916. In 1929 the unidentified con- 
tributions amounted to $20,929 and 
in 1930 and 31 dropped to less 
than $6000 each. 

In ali, approximately $600,000 
has been received from unidentified 
persons apparently seeking to pay 
the Government money they be- 
lieved they owed. The money, while 
entered the conscience fund, really 
goes into the general fund and is 
spent..

DES MOINES, la., Oct. 6 — 


Former Senator James A. Reed of 
Missouri is about to throw himself 
into the presidential campaign in 
Iowa and thereby add considerable 
warmth to a fight that has already 
reached the red-hot, name-calling 
stage. 

Reed, it was announced here 
yesterday, will speak next Monday 
night in the Des Moines Coliseum, 
the same hall in which President 
Hoover last Tuesday opened his 


speech-making campaign for re- 
election. 

Reed will offer, according to the 
announcement, “some comments on 
President Hoover's speech’’—a title 
which anyone who has heard Reed 
on the subject of President Hoover 
must regard as altogether too 
mild. It will be a labor of love 
for Reed to come ‘into the State 
where he practiced law as a young 
man and talk against Iowa's na- 
tive son candidate. In Reed’s 1922 
campaign for the Senate, he went 
up and down Missouri attacking 
Hoover as the arch-enemy of the 
farmer, . 

Hoover was then Secretary of 
Commerce and was not a candidate 
for anything, but the Senator in- 
sisted on making him the issue. 
His intense dislike of Hoover has 
grown with the years. 

A Rousing Time Expected. 

Iowa Democrats, knowing all 
this, are expecting a rousing per- 
formance Monday. They are a 
trifle apprehensive, however, lest 
Reed, in the heat of his oratory, let 
fall some characteristic remarks 
that might excite sympathy for 
the President. 

They hope profoundly’ that 
neither Senator Reed nor anybody 
else will disturb a situation that 
they déséribe, despite the Hoover 
demonstration here this week, as 
“frozen” for the Democratic can- 
didate. What they want Reed to 
do is to rip the Hoover farm relief 
program to pieces, and the more 
vigorously he rips the better they 
will like his speech. 

Senator Brookhart, who is run- 
ning for re-election as an inde- 
pendent candidate, was discovered 
by the correspondent campaigning 
in a Des Moines barber shop. He 
chuckled when told that Jim Reed

In full forgiveness of the fact 
that Reed once dubbed him “Ad- 
miral’ Brookhart, the Iowa Sena- 
tor pronounced Reed a great man 
and predicted he would shoot the 
Hoover program full of holes.

Reactions to Hoover Speech. 


Opinions as to the effect of 
President Hoover’s speech on the 
disaffected lowa farmers vary in 
strict accordance with the political 
outlook of the commentators. 

“There wasn't a sincere line in the 
speech,” said Milo Reno, the mov- 
ing spirit of tne Farmers’ Union. 
“and the farmers of this State will 
not be deceived by it.“ 

Charles Huston, chairman of the 
Democratic State Central Commit- 
tee, questioned whether the speech 
had changed a single vote one way 
or the other. He predicted that 
Roosevelt would carry the State. 

On the other hand, Republican 
leaders asserted that 
the speech and tae Hoover demon- 
stration had definitely turned the

MAIL CLERK ADMITS $5000 


Most of Money Recovered From 
Trash Box at Arkansas City, 
Kansas,

ARKANSAS CITY, Kan., Oct. 6. 
— Authorities said today that Wil- 
liam R. Gordon, 38 years old, a 
mail clerk, had confessed the theft 
of $5000 in currency from the 
postoffice here Wednesday, Sept. 
28. 

The confession solved a mystery 
which has kept four postal in- 
spectors here for nearly a week 
investigating. The money had been 
mailed by the Home National Bank 
to the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Kansas City. Most of it was re- 
covered last night, after Postmas- 
ter Boyd Mohler, acting on an 
anonymous telephone call, searched 
a trash box in the rear of the post- 
office. He found all the missing 
currency except $446. 

Gordon, who is married and hag 
two stepsons, was quoted by offi- 
cials as saying the robbery was the 
result of a sudden impulse. He 
said he was not in financial diffi- 
culties. 

The clerk said he took the money 
out of a drawer and hid it in the 
alley behind the postoffice, where 
it remained 24 hours. The next 
night he buried the currency in a 
field south of the city, near his 
suburban home.

Appeals Bench Decides 
Against Contention Mc- 
Kee Succeeded to All of 
Walker’s Unexpired Term 


TAMMANY MEETS

Smith Said to Oppose 
Comeback for Walker —

Ready to Drop Him.

ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 6.—The 


Court of Appeals held today that a 
New York mayoralty election must 
be held this fall to choose a suc- 
cessor to James J. Walker, who 
recently resigned. 

The controversy reached the 


Court of Appeals on an appeal by 
David -McAdams, a friend of Act- 
ing Mayor McKee, from an order 
of the Appellate Division revers- 
ing the action of Supreme Court 
Justice John E. MeGeehan, who 
had granted a motion for a writ of 
mandamus to restrain the New 
York City Board of Elections from 
holding a mayoralty election on 
Nov. 8, next, the day of the gen- 
eral election. 

McAdams’ proceedings was a tax- 
payer’s action, and was based on 
the contention that McKee had suc- 
ceeded to the entire unexpired term 
to which Mayor Walker was elect- 
ed and that the Greater New York 
charter forbade niayoralty elections 
in years in which a general State 
election was held. The city char- 
ter, it was contended, was special 
legislation and superseded all gen- 
eral statutes that might otherwise 
apply. McAdams was represented 
in court by former Gov. Nathan L. 
Miller and Harold R. Medina, for- 
mer law partner of McKee. 

Six of Seven Judges Concur. 
The Board of Elections and the 
chairman of both the Democratic 
and Socialist political organizations 
in the counties comprising the 
greater city, through their counsel, 
J Joseph Lilly, John Godfrey Saxe 
and Morris Hillquit, maintained 
that the Mayor of New York was a 
constitutional officer, that the 
State Constitution provides for 
elections to fill vacancies on the 
election day next succeeding the 
happenings of the vacancy, and that 
there was nothing in the New 
York City charter to forbid such 
an election. 

Six of the seven Judges con- 
curred in the opinion. Judge Leh- 
man did not vote. 
The ruling of the high court was 
based on a precedent set about six 
years ago, when a vacancy oc- 
curred in the Albany Mayor’s office 
due to death and the Court held it 
must be filled by election. 
Walker's Resignation. 
Declaring the question had 
reached this stage: Shall I permit 
myself to be lynched to satisfy 
prejudice or political ambition?“ 
Walker ＋ Sept. 1, at the 
hearing of the Seabury charges in 
Albany. The hearing, based on tes- 
timony gathered by the Hofstadter 
committee in a 14 months’ investi- 
gation, began on Aug 11. Twice 
while it was in progress moves 
were made through the courts to 
stop it ,but the Supreme Court 
ruled that the Governor was acting 
within his jurisdiction. 

In a statement which accom- 
panied his resignation, Walker said 
he was submitting his case “to the 
people who made me Mayor, to the 
people of the City of New York.” 
He has never publicly said wheth- 
er he is actually a candidate for re- 
election or not.

OLD DEPOSITORY 
~ GOT $90,000,000 LOAN 


Only About Half of R. F. 
C. Advance Was Utilized 
—Declining Deposits 
Cause of Step. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 6.— The City Na- 
tional Bank & Trust Co., a new 
corporation with Charles G. Dawes 
as chairman of the board, opened 
for business today, taking over the 
deposit liabilities and banking busi- 
ness of the Central Republic Bank 
& Trust Co. 5 

The Central Republic will con- 
tinue to operate ite trust and real 
estate departments and its invest- 
ment affiliate. } 

The new bank, sharing the same 
quarters with the Central Republic, 
although an entirely separate cor- 
porate entity, has $4,000,000 patd- 
in capital and $1,000,000 surplus. 

The purpose of Dawes to form a 
new bank with added capital, tak- 
ing over the banking business of 
the Central Republic Bank, was 
made known several weeks ago. 

At that time the Central Repub- 
lig had obtained authorization of a 
$90,000,000 loan from the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, only 
about half of which was utilized by 
the bank. 

In a statement accompanying the 
announcement of the new bank, it 
was explained that declining de- 
posits had made it increasingly dif- 
ficult to meet fixed rental obliga- 
tions and other charges, and con- 
tinued operating losses could only 
result ultimately in forced liquida- 
tion. This would have meant a 
sacrifice of the bank's assets.” 

During the early part of the pe- 
riod of depression Dawes had been 
abroad as Ambassador to Great 
Britain and temporarily retired 
from bank activity. Later he be- 
came head of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. Several 
months ago he returned here to 
plunge into the reorganization of 
the bank. 

Dawes retired from the chair- 
manship of the bank that he 
founded 30 years ago as the Cen- 
tral Trust Co. of Illinois to assume 
the chairmanship of the new Na- 
tional bank. Philip R. Clarke quit 
the presidency of Central Republic 
to become president of the City 
National, and Joseph E. Otis, co- 
chairman of Central Republic, suc- 
ceeds both Dawes and Clarke as 
chairman and president of tne Cen- 
tral Republic Bank & Trust Co.

Composer of V. P. March 
Hears It From Gallery

Coloman Katona, composer of 
the processional which heralded 
the arrival of the Veiled Prophet’s 
Krewe at the Coliseum last night, 


took his wife to the ball to share 
the happiness which came with 
that recognition of his musical tal- 
ent. 

They went-as the special guests 
of His Mysterious Majesty, who 
had read in last Sunday's Fpst- 
Dispatch that the musician who 
wrote a march for his ball had 
labored for seven years in St. Louis 
shoe factories, unable to make hfs 
music support his family, 

They went attired in unfamiliar 
evening clothes, so that they might 
find a place on the main floor, and 
they went in a taxicab, a. luxury 
unthought of in the Katona house- 
hold until last night. 

Then, in the confusion, they 
found the wrong entrance, and 
were shunted up to the gallery, 
where they stood for four hours 
and were separated by the pushing 
crowd. Mrs. Katona had not heard 
her husband’s march, and did no: 
recognize it when the orchestra of 
50 symphony players presented it. 
Some time later, when the milling 
crowd had brought them close to- 
gether again, she asked, “When 
will they play your march?” 

Wonders About the Future. 

But the occasion was not a total 
loss. “It would have been wonder- 
ful even if they had not played my 
“We 
had never seen the Veiled Prophet, 
and it was very nice. 

“And on the floor—we did not 
belong there. What should I want 
for only a little march, to sit on 
the throne with the Veiled Proph- 
et? No, but that would have been 
good, I would ask him about my 
future, I know what my past has 
been.” 

Katona feels keenly about his past, 
and those years as a shoemaker. 
He was a music teacher in Hungary 
when he came to St. Louis 10 years 
ago, and it was a bitter dose to find 
that he could not support himself 
with his music. He has composed 
more than 50 songs, enough, he 
says, for two light operas, if only 
he could find the books and the 
producers. 

Not until a few weeks. aso when 
Benjamin L. Rader, who -eonduet- 
ed the Veiled Prophet's orchestra, 
accepted his march had he been 
able to obtain any recognition as 
a composer. Katona holds his 
march lightly, “a little thing which 
I did in six hours,” and has high 
hopes for his songs. But Rader 
found in his march the substance 
of good music, and welcomed it as 
an opportunity to enliven his pro- 


gram by a departure from the fa- 
miliar and conventional program 
pieces. 

Other W bonn in Budapest. 

The brilliance and gaiety of the 
ball, the crisp, cool air with its 
suggestion. of winter, and the cir- 
cumstances of his own attendance 
at the festival carried Katona’s 
memories back 29 years to time 
when as a boy of 17 he played with 
an orchestra of symphony players 
in a Budapest inn. 

He spoke of it today and told 
how each Christmas season the 
musicians took account of the con- 
tributions which had been left with 
them by wealthy patrons of the inn 
and used the money to gladden the 
holiday for some poor boys, whom 
they fitted out with new warm 
clothes. 

He feels that he himself has 
been favored with such courtesies 
these past few days, since he wrote 
to the Post-Dispatch, “I have no 
privilege to attend the ball. I am 
just a poor musician. But please, 
I call your attention to my pro- 
cessional which they will play.” 

Following publication of the 
story of his struggles Katona and 
his wife were invited to the ball. 
Some generous person provided an 
evening gown for Mrs. Katona, who 
had had no need for one before. 
Several persons, who read that the 
musician was too poor to own a 
piano and had only his Hungarian 
cymbalon, went to his home at 
6439A Idaho avenue, and offered 
him pianos. 

Composer Katona's name has 
appeared on a program in the dis- 
tinguished company of Wagner. 
Gounod, Bizet and Mozart. This, 
he hopes, will mark . the turning 
point, and leave shoe factories to 
his memories of troubled times.

Some said that 
the firm had not delivered to them 
securities for which they had paid 
in full Rag others complained that 
marginal securities had been 
pledged in excess of their debit 
balance to the firm. 

The Commissioner said he would 
hear complaints by any other cred- 
tors whether made to him by let- 
ter or in person and would inves- 
tigate them through the records ot 
the firm, which he said had been 
opened to him by Mark C. Stein- 
berg. 

Stockard said his investigation of 
four other brokerage firms cited 
by him with the Steinberg company 
would be confined to an inquiry 
concerning acts of former Stein- 
berg partners connected with the 
new firms. The four firms, con- 
taining former Steinberg partners, 
are McCourtney-Breckinridge & 
Co., Scherek; Richter Co., John 
Grunik, Jr. & Co., and Peltason, 
Teenebaum & Harris. Attorneys 
for these firms denied that former 
Steinberg partners had violated the 
law and said their records wouid 
be thrown open to the commission- 
er. 

One question. brought before the 
commissioner was why Steinberg 
had offered in settlement 20 per 
cent in cash and 80 per cent in 
trust notes contingent on earnings 
of the nine partners rather than an 
offer of ‘his personal assets to ap- 
ply on claims of general creditors 
of the firm. 

Louis Mayer, attorney for the 
firm; replied that Steinberg’s only 
hope to pay all creditors in full 
was for the settlement to become 
effective so that he might pay the 
notes by continuing in business 
with his seat on the New Tork 
Stock Exchange. 

The seat, Mayer explained, was 
Steinberg’s personal property and 
as such under liquidation in bank- 


perscnal ‘creditors: Furthermore, 
Mayer said, the 20 per cent cash 
payment under the settlement of- 
fer, involving about $250.000, was 
in excess of the value of Steinberg’s 
pefsonal property.

Seeking to increase its campaign

The letter is signed, Tours for 
success and restored prosperity,” 
by Charles R. Gillespie, treasurer 
of the committee, Twenty-eighth 
Ward committeeman and a city 
employe. It is attested by Rich- 
ard E. Gruner, chairman. It de- 
fends President Hoover's adminis- 
tration and advocates his re-elec- 
tion. Gov. Caulfield charged re- 
cently that certain Republican 
leaders here were preparing to 
abandon the Hoover cause in the 
hope of saving the local ticket. The 
City Committee denied this. 

The letter follows: 
“Constructive conservatism is 
the staff that will help lead the 
nation out of the present economic 
situation.

COTTON COLLATERAL 
FOR LOANS ON CROPS 


Plan Announced to Ease Burden 
of Repayment; Expected to 
Bolster Market. 


By the Agsociated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Cotton 
is now acceptable collateral on crop 
production loans under a plan an- 
nounced by the Agriculture De- 
partment designed to ease the 
burden of repayment of such 
loans. * 

Henry S. Clarke, * of the 
1932 crop production ‘loan office, 
said in his announcement yester- 
day that the plan also should re- 
sult in improving the cétton 
ket.” 

It made cotton acceptable as col- 
lateral on this year’s loans and on 
unpaid balances of loans made 

prior to 1932, For collateral pur- 
poses, middling seven-eighths inch 
staple will be valued at 9 cents a 
pound, with premiums for longer 
staples and better grades, and dis- 
eounts for short-staple and lower- 
grade cotton. 

In “certain areas not specified, 
Clarke said 9% certs will be al- 
lowed on the middling seven- 
eighths inch cotton. The plan pro- 
vides for delivery of the cotton to 
the Cotton Co-operative Associa- 
tion or to Federal bonded ware- 
houses. 


| 


Where cotton is ware 


housed, it must be insured and re- 
ceipts sufficient to collateralize the 
loan at 9 cents a pound delivered 
to departmental agents. 

Borrowers offering cotton collat- 
eral, must reserve the right to sell 
it up to March 1, 1933, and must 
authorize the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to sell it at his discretion after 
that date, 

If sale proceeds should exceed 
the amount of a loan, the borrower 
would be refunded the balance, but 
if insufficient to pay the loan and 
interest, the balance would remain 
as the borrower's obligation.

Blaming It on the War. 
To the Editur of the Post-Dispatch: 
* ITHIN the last few weeks, Repub- 
lican orators have solemnly assured 
us that the present depression is the re- 
sult of the World War. What we need 
to avoid future depressions, then, is not 
no more Hoover, but no more war. Be- 
cause there is sufficient truth in this 
campaign statement to deceive those who 
do not analyze the relation of the war to 
the depression, the Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son Literary and Malt Syrup Society con- 
sidereé the matter thoroughly at our last 
session. Our conclusions are here set 
forth for the benefit of such voters as 
are willing to accept guidance from intel- 
ligent intellectuals. 

The war forced us to speed up the 
processes of production. However, had 
there been an equitable distribution of 
the profits of this production, it is prob- 
able that labor would have been able to 
absorb the surplus. But it is a Repub- 
lican principle that immense accumula- 
‘tions of wealth—made possible by the 
machine—must be left untaxed “for in- 
vestment” in more machines. What we 
are witnessing is not the result of the 
war, but the result of a vicious fallacy. 
The latest to propound it was Calvin 
Cootidge, ex-President of the United 
States and a Republican. 

If the depression was caused by the 
war, this is the first time in the history 
of ordered economic thought that an ef- 
fect has lagged 11 years behind the 
cause. I say ordered economic thought” 
because man always has sought a reason 
for changes in the economic cycle. For- 
merly the current god was ostracized 
and the local idol pitched off a particu- 
larly high cliff. We have had Repub- 
lican idols for 12 years; the analogy 
has proceeded sufficiently far. 

In 1928 we were promised a chicken 
in every pot, The war had ended 10 
years before. Every factor now known 
only too well to the entire world should 
have been known to Republican sooth- 
sayers in 1928. If Republican rule, de- 
spite these known factors, was to give 
us pots and chickens, it appears that 
what is at fault is Republican rule. If 
these factors were unforeseen, what we 
need is more capable leadership than 
we have had for 12 years, more especially 
for the last four years. 

The depression is world-wide. Yet if, 
as Senator Smoot tells us, the United 
States is self-sufficient as a nation, the 
depression should not have affected us.

ceeds of tolls. i 

Several years ago, when toll bridge promotion was 
at its height, we pointed out that it is against sound 
public policy-to permit private corporations to build 
bridges for profit, thus capitalizing the enormous pub- 
lic investment in roads. A bridge is an integral part 
of a road, and there is no more reason why it should 
be privately owned than the road itself. Most of the 
toll bridge promotions were get-rich-quick schemes, 
their aim being to sell securities to the public and let 
it hold the bag, while the promoters made off with 
the cream, 

But, like the pee-wee golf courses and many other 
crazes, the thing was run into the ground. Many 
bridges were built at points unjustified by traffic con- 
ditions; others were grievously over-capitalized. The 
collapse of the securities. market made it difficult to 
market toll bridge securities, and this was aggravat- 
ed by the bad record many of them had. So, where- 
as three years ago Congress was being besieged for 
bridge franchises, there are few applicants today. 

In the meantime, Missouri and other states are 
offered bridges at what are represented to be bargain 
prices. It is a good time to buy them in, as it would

The school which fails to teach 
an appreciation of trees, the facts about their growth, 
their obstacles and how they overcome them, the 
story of the autumn leaves and the winter sleep, in 
all the fascinating details, misses a chance to instill

Gasoline tax, profitable and easy to collect, grows steadily in use; rising rates, how- 
ever, lead to bootlegging, evasion and refund frauds; original purpose of use for 
highways has been largely lost; distribution of funds to local units also a problem; 
writer concludes this tax is overdone, and is rousing patient motorists to protest.

HE enactment of a Federal tax on gaso- 
T line starts the National Government 

competing with the states to secure from 
the harassed motor car owner some portion 
of the revenue which he provides. The suc- 
cess of the tax upon gasoline apparently 
caused the central government to extend its 
taxation to this commodity. 

It was in 1919 that an intrepid Oregon 
Legislature, in its search for new sources of 
revenue, discovered gasoline. This Legis- 
lature imposed a modest tax of one cent per 
gallon. From the beginning, the gasoline 
tax has spread to every one of the 48 states 
and the District of Columbia, to many cities 
and some counties, and now to the Natiorial 
Government. . 

The gasoline tax has been productive, In 
1931, it set a new high record when Amer- 
ican motorists paid $536,500,000. 
nia made the largest net collection. Ohio 
was second, New York third. Up to the 
present, the gasoline tax has not shown a 
shrinkage as a result of the depression. 


The tax rate has risen steadily since 1919. 


One-cent taxes were the rule in the first 
five years, but these disappearéd in 1925. 
Only four states now collect 2-cent tax, 
and in one of these (Missouri) the munici- 
palities may collect an additional tax. Fifty- 
five Missouri cities have taken advantage of 
the opportunity, Florida and Tennessee have 
a T-cent tax, five states levy 6 cents, 
nine levy 5 cents and 17 states levy 4 
cents per gallon. The average in 1931 was 
3.48 cents per gallon. Five states authorize 
additional city taxes, and of these five there 
are two which also authorize county taxes. 
+. * * 

But all is not well with the gasoline tax 
in the states. Problems have arisen which 
are today testing the administration of 
law. In the main, these problems are: (1), 
the collection of the money by the state: 
(2), the use of it; (3), the retention of it. 
An other words, the main problems are eva- 
sion (by dealers), diversion (from highway 
weep and distribution (to cities and coun- 

es.) 

The problem of evasion developed large- 
ly as a result of the inc in rates.

Gasoline bootleggers have utilized many 

of the methods of their brother racketeers, 
along the sea coast. 
Gasoline bootlegging is not particularly 
dangerous, because the possesion of this 
liquid is not a crime, and the courts have 
not been severe in meting out fines and im- 
prisonments. A considerable number of 
smugglers are in operation along the Gulf 
of Mexico, where gasoline is purchased, in 
Texas and then sold at various Gulf cities 
without payment of taxes. The American 
Petroleum Institute has organized tax eva- 
sion committees in every state, and these 
agencies have been active in securing the 
Nmprovement of administration and the 
prosecution of evaders.

for the first time. Seventy stu- 
denits have received scholarships at 
tHe university from the income of 
the fund. 

The money came from the estate 
of Mrs. Mary C. Van Blarcom, 
widow of Jacob C. Van Blarcom, 
banker, who died in 1908. Her will 
provided for the creation of the 
fund in the event her son, Frederic, 
died childless. The university ob- 
tained the estate following the 
death of Frederic Van Blarcom 
last year. Its value was estimated 
then at $270,000. 

The proceeds of the fund have 
been divided, by schools of 
university, as follows: School of 
graduate studies, school of law and 
school of dentistry, 20 per cent 
each; college of liberal arts, school 
of engineering and architecture and 
school of business and public ad- 
ministration, 40 per cent, jointly. 

Other scholarships of long stand- 
ing at the university also are in 
force.

“Not More Than Human.” 

“It is true,” he explained, “that 
most bankers did not realize how 
severe and prolonged the reaction 
would be, but, with a very few 
exceptions, neither did anyone else. 
Bankers can not be indicted for 
not being more than human, In- 
sofar as banking weaknesses have 
contributed to the difficulties of 
the last few years, they are at 
tributable mostly to the failure of 
bankers to foresee the unforseeable, 
plus defects in the banking system 
for which no banker or group of 
bankers can fairly be held re- 
sponsible. 

“Full restoration of confidence 
will require time and the best ef- 
forts of bankers to re-educate a 
frightened public to the fact that 
its money is safer in the banks 
than it is anywhere else. Only to 
the extent that the public returns 
to the banks will the latter be en- 
abled to play their essential part in 
financing business recovery. 

In facing the future, the bank-

HISTORICAL CHIEF LOGAN ELM 


Descendants of Guide Whom In- 
dian Accused of Murdering Fam- 
ily Send Contributions. 

CIRCLEVILLE, O., Oct. 6.—De- 
scendants of the man whom Chief 
Logan of the Cayuga tribe accused 
in a famous oration of murdering 
his family, have contributed to a 
fund to save the Logan elm. The 
elm, near here, was the one under 
which the eloquent chief delivered 
the oration dertined to gain fame 
through the writings of Thomas 
Jefferson and as a récital from 
McGuffey school readers. 

Capt. Michael Cresap, accused by 
Chief Logan, was one Lord Dun- 
more’s guides on the expedition 
which resulted in peace with the 
Indians 158 years ago.

They Don’t Agree. — 

T’S not all “beer and skittles” 
{ for a football official. Frequent 

changes in rules are annoying 
enough and he has plenty to do 
watching 22 men in action on the 
gridiron, but, perhaps, the greatest 
of his troubles is the difference in 
the interpretations of the rules. 
One confefence says a rule shall 
be applied thus-and-so and an- 
other, where the official may be 
scheduled to work the following 
week, says so-and-thus. 

To illustrate: Suppose, with the 
new dead-ball rule applying, a ball- 
carrier, presumably stopped by the 
referee's whistle as one knee 
touches the ground, crawis on a 
yard or so. That's crawling and 
calls for a five-yard penalty. Sup- 
pose at the same time that the 
team on the defense, perhaps not 
hearing the whistle or not know- 
ing the runner’s knee has touched 
the ground, piles on him as he 
crawls. That, ordinarily, calls for 
a penalty and when there are pen- 
alties for each side on the same 
play they nullify eich other. That's 
simple enough. But, wait. 

In the Big Six Conference the 
interpretation is that the defense 
has a right to protect itself and to 
tackle or otherwise stop a player 
who is crawling after the. whistle 
and without penalty, the crawler“ 
only being penalized. In the Big 
Ten, however, that allowance is 
not made the defense. So, he of-

Convention Elects George 
Kleinholz, Portland Ore., as 
Vice-Commander. 


By the Associated Press. 
UNIONTOWN, Pa., Oct. 6.— 
George Kieinholz, Portland, Ore., 
was elected vice commander of the 
bonus army today at the organiza- 
tion’s national convention. He won 
over Mike Thomas, New York, and 
George Anthony, Chicago. 

Walter W. Waters, Portland, pre- 
viously had been re-elected com- 
mander. 


Chicago the first week in July, 
1933. 

Anti-Waters groups pointed out 
today that he had not sent the 
convention his acceptance of of- 
fice. They insist his acknowledg- 
ment is necessary before the con- 
vention can ratify his election. Wa- 
ters’ friends told the delegates he 
was ill in a Miami (Fla.) hospital. 
As the delegates assembled in 
the warehouse convention Hall, 
however, interest in the election 
Was overshadowed by the hurried 
preparations to send a committee 
to call on President Hoover. 
Bight men and two women chos- 
en in yesterday’s stormy session 
will depart for "Washington as soon 
as the convention is adjourned. 
They will carry with them resolu- 
tions adopted with applause, de- 
manding “public recognition” of 
the bonus army. 


The résolution also demands that 
the adjusted compensation certifi- 
cates be paid immediately: that no 
legislation be introduced to reduce 
the veterans’ allowances in any 
way, “namely hospitalization, com- 
“pensation, pensions and rehabilita- 
tion, etc.,“ and that legislation be 
passed “providing for just dues and 
obligations due the veterans.” 

The resolution petitions the Gov- 
ernment to furnish food, clothing 
and funds for destitute veterans 
and censures President Hoover 
“and those of your administration 
who took part in the eviction of 
the B. E. F. from Washington.” 
At a noisy night session the con- 
vention finally adopted a platform 
embracing 20 points, including a 
declaration to incorporate the or- 
Sanization as the Bonus Expedi- 
tionary Force with headquarters in 
New York City.

Allotment Increases Total Un- 
der the Relief Bill to 
$84,872,000. 


By the ted Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—New 
Postoffices were allocated yester- 
day to 227 cities and towns in 44 
states under the provisions of the 
Garner-Wagner relief law. 

The list, made up almost exclu- 

sively of buildings to cest less than 
$100,000, increased the total 
amount allotted for Postoffices 
under the bill to $84,872,600, di- 
vided among 410 communities. Pre- 
viously the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and the Postmaster-General 
had allocated 41 buildings costing 
more than $300,000 each and 142 
structures costing between $100,- 
000 and $300,000. 
The relief measure allotted $100,- 
000,000 for this construction, but 
under the economy law, Comptrol- 
ler-General MeCarl ruled that each 
item must be cut 10 per cent, lim- 
iting the entire expenditure to $90,- 
000,000. 

A small number of cities still are 
under consideration for new build- 


ings. 


1 Forty-four states and one terri- 


tory, Alaska, were covered in the 
new allocation. New York State. re- 
ceived the most, 24, and Pennsyl- 
vania received 23. 

All the construction undertaken 
under the relief law is part of 
the $700,000,000 long-time Govern- 
ment construction program. To fur- 
nish employment the program has 
been speeded up during the last 
few years so that $450,000,000 has 
been undertaken, exclusive of the 
amount under tke present bill. 

The relief measure provided that 
where leases expire prior to July 
1. 1934, the Government must con- 
struct buildings. This class of pro- 
ject predominated in the new list. 

Missouri towns in the new list 
receiving allotments are Bowling 
Green, Cameron, and Indepen- 
dence. Illinois towns are Fairfield, 
Jacksonville, Libertyville, Monti- 
cello, St. Charles and Urbana. 

Secretary of Commerce Chapin 
announced an immediate expendi- 
ture by the lighthouse service of 
$1,045,671 on 29 construction pro- 
jects. These funds for aids to navi- 
gation also were made available by 
the Garner-Wagner act. 


DETROIT YACHT MAN IS SHOT

TOLEDO, O., Oct. §.—Capt. Clif- 
ford P. Hayes, 51 years old, of De- 
troit, prominent in Great Lakes 
yachting and boating circles, was 
shot and critically wounded follow- 
ing a disturbance in the home of 
his estranged wife, Mrs. Clara 
Hayes, 38, early today. Police be- 
lieved the shooting was accidental. 
but continued an investigation. 

Hayes, shot in the abdomen, was 
found in the hallway of his wife's 
home by two patrolmen. Mrs. 
Hayes said she called police after 
her husband, to whom she had not 
talked since August, entered her 
home and began beating her. She 
called a roomer, Ralph Arthur, and 
her father, Samuel Fiser, 74, for 
aid. Fiser was knocked to the floor. 
she said. 

Mrs. Hayes told police that as 
she turned from the telephone she 
heard a pistol shot and saw her 
husband fall. None of those pres- 
ent, including Mrs. Grace Drake, 
44, of Detroit, a visitor, said they 
saw a shot fired. The pistol was 
found in a dresser, where Fiser ad- 
mitted placing it, police said. 

At a hospital Hayes admitted he 
might have shot himself. He was 
given a blood transfusion.

URGEONS are in the habit of 

speaking of “the acute surgical 

belly.“ thus referring to a con- 
dition in the abdomen, acute in 
origin and requiring hamedlate 
surgical treatment. 

An acute appendix, a perforated 
ulcer, a ruptured gall-bladder, may 
each be taken as examples of the 
so-called acute surgical belly. 

In this rather descriptive expres- 
sion the emphasis ought to be 
placed upon its acuteness, for ex- 
perience has shown that the earlier 
surgical treatment is secured the 
better the outcome and the safer 
the operation. b 
“Not uncommonly the unfortunate 


outcome is due to the patient’s de- 


lay in calling for medical help. 
This delay is explainable by the 
peculiar phenomenon associated 
with certain of the surgical con- 
ditions associated with acute sur- 
gical ‘belly. 

As a point in illustration, we 
might take perforating peptic ul- 
cers. These are ulcers of the stom- 
ach which, 80 to say, eat right 

rough the wall of the organ. 

A typical history in such à case 
gives the story of a very severe 
attack of abdominal pain, so in- 
tense that the patient literally col- 
lapses. He. may be able to drag 
himself home. 

At the beginning of the attack 
he has a sense of some very severe 
disturbance in his abdomen, and he 
is extremely anxious. 

But by the time he reaches home 
he may experience a cessation of 
pain. The patient has the impres- 
sion that the attack is over and 
that he is well again. 

Within a number of hours, how- 
ever, he is likely to give evidence 
of an inflammation of the peri- 
toneum. 

Then, when the surgeon is called 
In on the case, instead of being 
required to treat what in itself is 
taxing enough, namely, a per- 
forated peptic ulcer, hé has con- 
ktronting him in addition à local- 
ized or generalized peritonitis, 

By this avoidable complication 
the operation becomes more of a 
trial to the patient.
